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An all-time heat record for June 
was broken in Atlanta Monday when 
the city sweltered under a mercury 
reading of 101.2 degrees, according to 
C. F. von Herrmann, chief of the 
Atlanta bureau. The previous high 
record was established 17 years ago. 

Today's weather promises to be no 
better, according to’the meteorologist, 
and history, meteorologically speaking, 
probably will repeat itself.. The of- 
ficial forecast reads “very hot and 
very dry.” 

Monday's temperature started off 


with 79 degrees and climbed to 101.2 
degrees by 2 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Then it began to fall slightly but took 
a substantial drop of 13 degrees at 
about 4 o'clock when a light rain fell.

If every subdivision of gov- 
ernment in Geergia would eliminate 
all waste and extravagance and dupli- 
eation of effort and really secure a 
dollar in value for every tax dollar 
spent, we would at once experience 
a drastic reduction in the cost of 
government which could either be ap- 
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“Considering the present condition 
of the state’s finances, free school 
books are out of the question at this 
time and in order to stabilize and 
reduce prices and to afford textbooks 
at the lowest possible cost,, I regard 
it as imperative that there shall be 
adopted astringent uniform textbook 
law which shall apply to every com- 
mon school unit in the state receiv- 
ing funds from the state treasury. 

“I further recommend that the 
state textbook commission be empow- 
ered and directed by proper legisla- 
tion to formulate a system which re- 
duces the present excessive prices of 
school books based upon the following 
principles : 

“(1) That the textbéok commission 
be empowered. and authorized to have 
books. for the common and high 
schools of this state printed by con- 
tract by the lowest and best bidder. 
That to carry out the provisions of 
this authorization the said commis- 
sion be empowered either’ to 
plates, buy manuscripts, employ com- 
petent authors or to pay royalties or 
do any other act or thing necessa.y 
te permit them to have the textbooks 
printed by contract, if this be con- 
sidered advisable by the commission 
and the most economical method of 
obtaining satisfactory books. 

“(2) That the state textbook com- 
mission be empowered and authorized 
to contract with the publishers of any 
textbook, for the purchase of text- 
books in quantities sufficient for the 
children in any of the grades of the 
public schools of this state, based on 
estimates and the school census, and 
that such commission be authorized 
to set apart a revolving fund from 
the appropriation made to the com- 
mon schools of this-state for this pur- 
pose, not to exceed the sum of $500,- 
000 for any year, said books to be 
furnished to the user at exact whole- 
sale price. 

“(3) That said commission be au- 
thorized and empowered to contract 
with any publisher of school books for 
the use of any book which it may be 
possible to adopt at a lower cost than 
now possible by either having the 
Same printed by contract or pur- 
chased in quantities, provided the pub- 
lisher will agree to have such book 
handled through the agency of distri- 
bution created and recognized by the 
commission without any profit to the 
distributor. 

(4) That all school- books chosen 
and .selected by the textbtook com- 
mission by either one of, or all of 
these methods, be distributed by the 
county school superintendents of the 
respective counties at actual cost and 
that all of such superintendents be 
required to give a good and sufficient 
bond for the proper handling of said 
books and faithfully accounting for 
all funds received therefrom. 

“In my opinion such a system will 
result in a material reduction in the 
cost of school books. This plan will

Education. 


“Education is a paramount duty of ' saving. 


all enlightened governments and we 
all recognize the importance of ade- 
quate educational facilities in the de- 
velopment of our state. The state 
wisely’ guarantees to every child an 
opportunity to obtain instruction in 
the elementary branches of an Eng- 
lish education. The growth of our 
educational system must continue, but 
progress in education, as in all other 
governmental activities, must be with 
due regard to the ability of our peo- 
ple to pay. The people of Georgia 
contributed taxes amounting to the 
large sum of $18,455,251.20 for the 
support and maintenance of their 
common and high schools during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1930, and 
for the year 1930 the state appropri- 
ated $7,500,000 for this purpose and 
paid of this amount $6,852,320.75. 
with proper pride 
the progressive elevation of our edu- 
cational standards, the expansion of 
physical equipment, the improved 
facilities of instruction, the increases 
of pay for teachers and the broaden- 
ing of the varied curricula, we are 
compelled to consider the problems 
which the new standards force upon 
some of our school units. 

“Tl am convinced that the state, 
through its department of education, 
should have closer contact with the 
various school units and should exer- 
cise active supervision over all the 
expenditures of state funds. School 
officials and governing boards should 
conscientiously scrutinize their school 
cost to the end that all possible econ- 
omy may be effected and that ex- 
yenditures shall be reduced to the 
owest minimum without impairing 
the quality of instruction. 

“In view of the fact that thousands 
of graduates of ‘our public and high 
schools do not avail themselves of 
college training, it is my opinion that 
the educational authorities should de- 
vise as practical courses of study as 
possible, laying special stress on voca- 
tional training. 

“The 1 cent a gallon tax on gaso- 
line, which has been allocated as an 
equalization fund for the benefit of 
the poorer communities of the state, 
has. proven to be the salvation of 
many rural school units during the 
nast two years and has been their 
one sure source of revenue. Our

The state now ‘pays each 
county school superintendent $50 per 
month out of school funds and in 
practically every county this is sup- 
plemented from the county treasury. 
The various county superintendents 
can easily work out a system whéreby 
teachers of various grades can han- 
(le these books without any undue 
burden being placed upon them or 
upon his office. 

State Highways and Highway 

_ Development. 

‘In point of public interest and 
amount of money handled, the high- 
way department. occupies a_ very 
prominent place. Due to the in- 
creased revenue afforded this depart- 
ment by the tax legislation of 1929, 
substantial progress has been made 
in the completion of our system and 
under existing conditions we may rea- 
sonably hope for further improve- 
ment of all our roads within the near 
future. The cost of construction is 
ower than ever before in history. 
Recent work on our system has af- 
forded employment to thousands and 
accomplished much in alleviating. the 
distress incident to the present eco- 
nomic depréssion. 

“The people of Georgia may well 
felicitate themselves upon the fact 
that we will soon have a splendid sys- 
tem of highways without having ac- 
cumulated a tremendous bonded in- 
debtedness in its construction. Most 
of our citizens agree that it would be 
unwise to issue. bonds for highway 
re. The pay-as-you-go system 

as been thoroughly vindicated. 

“Our highways are being built by 
those who use them and are financed 
by taxes imposed upon motor vehicles 
and motor vehicle fuel. This class 
of taxpayers are not only paying for 
the construction and maintenance of 
the state road system but they are 
also contributing approximately $2,- 
500,000 annually toward the common 
school fund and a like amount to 
the various’ counties of the state for 
the maintenance of county roads. In 
my opinion, any further diversion for 
any purpose of the funds devoted to 
road construction and maintenance, 
within the next two years, would be 
inadvisable and ill-timed. 

In the early stages of highway con- 
struction a policy of requiring coun- 
ties of the state to assist in meeting 
the cost of highway construction was 
adopted. “This policy has resulted in 
creating a moral obligation of the 
state to the various counties amount- 
ing to around $20,000,000. It caused 
the issuance of millions of dollars of 
road bonds by the counties and re- 
sulted in increasing the already ex- 
cessive county taxes upon the homes, 
farms and business interests for the 
purpose of paying interest and re- 


deeming bonds. Under such a sys- 
tem it is impossible for the poorer 
and weaker counties to obtain roads. 
This is the direct cause of the good 
highways of the state being broken 
by stretches of bad roads through

“These certificates are held by a 
hundred and fifty Georgia counties in 
greatly varying amounts and their 
gradual repayment will be a step to- 
ward reducing the present county tax 
rate. The county tax rate is in many 


instances excessive on account of the | 


payments which must be made on the 
bonded indebtedness. 

“Any reduction of county taxes 
throughout the state will be reflected 
in the prosperity of all the citizens of 
Georgia and is an end much to be de- 
sired. Such repayment will not ma- 
terially lessen highway construction in 
those counties where funds have not 
been advanced to the state, especially 
in view of the constant increase in 
the revenue from taxes on gasoline 
and on motor licenses. 

“The state highway system belongs 
to the state and we should as speedily 
as possible make its maintenance and 
construction strictly the state’s busi- 
nes. We are committed to a ‘pay-as- 
you-go’ policy in our highway work, 
but we will never have a _ strictly 
‘pay-as-you-go’ policy so long as the 
counties are permitted to place a lien 
on the property of their citizens for 
the purpose of providing funds to use 
for the state highway construction. 
Changing of Inauguration of Governer 

“So far as I am advised no other 
state of the nation is operating un- 
der the system which obtains in Geor- 
gia, of electing a governor and general 
assembly in November, often on issues 
of present and vital importance, and 
preventing their assuming office until 
the following June, thereby delaying 
the opportunity to enact into law any 
principle advocated in the campaign 
or in the party platform. 

“The present system causes much 
confusion and is certainly not con- 
ducive to good government. To my 
mind there is no good reason for its 
continuance. With full knowledge that 
such legislation will shorten my term 
as governor by more than six months, 
I recommend the submission and adop- 
tion of a constitutional amendment 
which will enable the governor and 
the general assembly to take office in 
January following their election in 
November. 

Proration of Funds. 

“Tt is a matter of recent history 
that the common schools bear the 
brunt of the suffering caused by ex- 
cessive appropriations. It has often 
been the case in “Georgia, when appro- 
priations exceed revenue, that the to- 
tal amount of the appropriation to 
all of the various departments of state, 
her employes and the various insti- 
tutions, have been paid in full at the 
expense of a material reduction in 
payments of the appropriation made 
to the common schools. 

“Common sense and good business 
policy dictate that the total amount of 
our appropriations should in no in- 
stance and for no purpose, exceed the 
revenue ef the state. In order to pre- 
vent any discrimination in the future 
‘against the beneficiary in any appro 
priation item, I suggest for your con- 
sideration the adoption of a consti- 
tutional amendment prorating _ all 
funds and evenly scaling the salary of 
every official and employe of the 
state, beginning with the governor, in 
event any future legislature and gov- 
ernor may be so unwise as to make 


and approve appropriations in excess 


of the assured revenue of the state. 
Healt 


h. . 

“The question of public health is 
one of paramount concern. We real- 
ize the necessity of preserving the 
health of our people and protecting 
them from contagious and communica- 
ble diseases. All funds properly ex- 
pended for this purpose are certainly 
a wise investment. 

“Public health work in Georgia has 
been carried forward rapidly and effi- 
ciently and has become quite a factor 
in the life of our state. 


“All are agreed as to the necessity | 


of the state continuing and fostering 
this important work, and I am sure 
that it will appeal to the humani- 
tarianism of this assembly and all of 
our citizens. I am convinced, however. 
that certain economies can be effect- 
ed in this work, as well as in other 
governmental activities, without im- 
pairing the efficiency of these insti- 
tutions or their ability to serve the 
people. 

“T am further convinced that many 
patients who are amply able to defray 
the expenses of their freatment are 
being treated in the various state in- 
stitutions at the expense of the tax- 
payers. There has long been a provi- 
sion in our law that the trustees of 
the Milledgeville State Hospital for 
the Insane at Milledgeville should in- 
vestigate the financial condition of 
those afflicted with mental disorders 
before admitting them to that institu- 
tion, in order to ascertain whether 
such patients have sufficient estate 
to enable them to contribute toward 
their maintenance and treatment. So 
far as I am informed, no charges have 
ever been made against a patient of 
the more than 5,000 who are receiv- 
ing treatment at that institution. No 
person should be denied admission to 
any of the state’s hospitals on account 
of poverty. or inability to pay, nor 
should any person possessed of an es- 
tate be a charge on the already over- 
burdened taxpayers of our state. 

“I recommend that by appropriate 
legislation you provide a sure method 
whereby the state will receive com- 
pensation for the treatment of all pa- 
tients in state hospitals and elee- 
mosynary institutions in every. in- 
stance where such patient is 
sessed of an estate sufficient to te- 
fray all or a part of the expense.of 
his treatment. 

“Existing departments have many 
employes whose duties require them 
to travel over the state and t em- 
ployes, under proper instruction, can 
make proper investigation of the fi- 
nancial condition of such patients at 
very little additional cost._ 

Labor and the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Act. 


“We have long realized the neces 


sity for the most cordial and sympa-/ 


thetic relations between capital .nd

Banking Laws and Ranking 
Department. 


“The tremendous loss sustained by 
our people on account of the failure 
of banks throughout the state has 
emphasized the need of the most 
rigorous and careful supervision of 
our banking system and the necessity 
of adequate banking laws. Present 
economic conditions have no doubt 
aggravated bank failures, but the fact 
remains that our banking laws and 
banking department should either be 
made a real agency for the protection 
of depositors and creditors of our 
banks in times of stress as well as 
prosperity, or the department should 
be abolished and the laws repealed. 

_ “Supervision of banks is one func- 
tion which, when assumed by the 
state government, should be most 
scrupulously and carefully exercised, 
If the state is unable to afford pro- 
tection all pretense should be _re- 
moved, for no depositor sheuld lose 
money which has been deposited in 
banks in the confident expectation 
that it would be protected by the laws 


of the state. 

School Code. 

“Our present school laws in Geor- 
gia are vague and conflicting and 1 
suggest for your consideration the 
matter of clarifying them by writing 
a new code of school laws. There is 
very little connection between the 
state department of education and the 
various school units. In my opinion 
they should be brought into more 
definite and binding relation and the 
responsibility resting upon each 
should be ppt fixed. Our com- 
mon school system is not the result 
of careful planning. It is irregular 
in operation and often weakest and 
most inefficient at the most expensive 
points. 

Revision of the Statutes. 

“The general assembly at its 1929 
session created a commission instruct- 
ed to prepare and revise the statutes 
of this state.

A good deal of the vague discomfort 
or unwell feeling that  wiseacre vale- 
tudinarians lightly ascribe to “auto- 
intoxication” or “toxic poisoning,” as 
some of the comical quacks express 
it. is probably due in fact to an over- 
taxed metabolism—the tamping in of 
another meal before the last one as 
been disposed of. Overeating, in short, 
Eating as a social pastime. Eating 
because it happens to be mealtime, 
though one is not at all hungry. EKat- 
ing three or more meals a day when, 
as a dodger of honest work and ac- 
tive play one requires only two. I 
fancy a large share of the self suffi- 
cient ignoramuses who run about seek- 
ing remedies for imaginary, “autoin- 
toxication” are suffering merely from 
too much good food, or too little hon- 
est work, play or exercise, or both.

That amount divided among the 
whole population shows a per capi- 
ta sales of $212.32 for the year. 

The average sales per store for the 
year amounted to $21,501. 

We have a sales tax in Georgia, 
but it exempts every store whose sales 
are less than $30,000, so that if all 
the 28,768 stores had sold only the 
average, not one of them would have 
paid any sales tax. 

Which illustrates glaringly the in- 
justice of the exorbitant exemption 
that is contained in our sales tax act.

try against the beverage liquor trai- 
fic. These laws we regard as the best 
ever enacted in our history. Their 
erforcement weakens every evil cause 
and strengthens every good one. 

“Second, that we commend the 
thousands of faithful officials who dv 
their duty in the enforcement of these 
sood laws and that we indignantly 
condemn all weak and faithless offi- 
cers who violate their oaths by failing 
to enforce these laws and by lending 
comfort to enemies of these laws by 
either winking at their violation of by 
unworthily scoffing at them. 

“Third, that we demand that every 
otficeholder who says that ‘these laws 
cannot be enforced,’ at once resign 
from an office which he has thereby 
traitorously betrayed. 

“Fourth and finally, that we call 
upon the people to rise in .weir might 
and foree from official position every 
officeholder who fails to do his ut- 
most to enforce the laws against the 
liquor traffic and that we urge ail 
good citizens everywhere to vote for 
those men only from president to po- 
licemen who pledge their sacred honor 
tv do their utmost to enforce the laws 
against this dreadful traffic.” 

Expense Money Questioned. 

By inference, two of the speakers, 
Mrs. Armor and Upshaw, claimed that 
Key’s expenses to and from France 
were paid by liquor interests; he was 
assailed as being unfit for public of- 
fice, Upshaw challenging him to show 
where the money for the trip came 
from and who paid it. and Mrs, Ar- 
mor, after flaying the heavy “expense 
accounts of wets,” saying, “I didn't 
know who their representative is 
in Georgia, but I am beginning to 


have my suspicions.”

Enforcement Urged. 

“There are thousands of people in 
Georgia who would burn at the stake 
rather than permit the cighteenth 
amendment to be changed in the slight- 
est,’ Mrs. Armor said. “The law 
will never be changed. It must be 
enforced. 

“The eyes of the world are on At- 
lanta and Georgia. I am sorry that 
Mr. Key has brought this embarrass- 


ment on himself, on Atlanta, on 
Georgia, on the south. He should | 
have had the courage to run on a wet | 
platform. If he is the fearless man 
he would have us believe, he would 
have done that. and if he is the big 
man we are told he is he would resign 
his position. 

“In Key the wets think they have 
the ‘key to the situation,’ but they are 
mistaken. If he thinks he is playing 
politics in this matter, he is choosing 
the losing side. I know as much 
about this question as Key, Raskob, 
Shouse or any of the rest of them. 
If I have spoken to one person since 
January 1 on this question, I have 
apoken to 100,000 and I know the 
thought of the country. 

“If all Key and others of that group 
know, they read in the Atlanta news- 
papers, they don’t know much. 
have been told that the money for this 
Paris trip which Key and others made 
was put up by a wet organization of 
which a Frenchman is president. 

“Wets have unlimited funds put up 
by those who now own worthless 
brewery and distillery stocks. They 
pay some of their workers $25,000 a 
year, I am told. I question the sin- 
cerity of a man who says he found 
after a long study that prohibition is 
a failure, but who ran before the 
people a short while ago and kept 
those views to himself.
